“Naturally the Heil Cross society was 
the find to set. and throngs of women 
volunteering their s e n irs** besleginl 
the oflWs. 
Courses for nursing the 
sick and the wounded were establish 
ed by eminent physicians and sur 
freons and 
were soon overcrowded. 
Trained nurs«*s, particularly those ex 
perfenced iii surgical work, were pre­ 
ferred, but soon there was sure to be 
sore need for usxistuut*. to work on 
the thousand painful tasks eonner-ted 
with hospital duties on the battlefield 
or at home.

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COLD STORAGE FOR APPLES. 


Method For Keeping Fruit and Pro­ 
longing Marketing Period. 
In view of tile Interference with the 
Euroj»ean m arket and the large pro­ 
duction of American apples tills sea­ 
son, specialists of the departm ent of 
agriculture call the attention of apple 
growers to th*? advantages of cold 
storage for steadying the m arket a t 
harvest and for lengthening the sell­ 
ing period. 
The first step iii successful cold stor 
age of apples has been found to lie Iii 
the practice of such cultural, spraying 
and pruning methods as insure produc­ 
tion of sound, healthy, well colored 
fruit free from disease. 
Assuming 
this as the first requisite, the follow­ 
ing factors have been found to most 
Influence the keeping quality of tin* 
fruit and furnish best conditions for 
long storage: 
Proper maturity at time of picking, 
care In all handling operations, prompt 
storage after picking arid a proper 
storage temperature. 
Careful and extensive Investigations 
have dem onstrated that fruit picked 
a t full maturity can be held for a long

Thirty-one to 32 cleyT**es F. is the 
standard storage tem perature for ap 
pies. aiel this has been found to I** ls*st 
for long keeping of the fruit. 
Higher 
temperature* permit the ripening of 
the fruit to advance more rapidly than 
ut 31 to 32 degrees I’., with tin* result 
that the fruit at these temperature* 
reaches the end of its storage life 
much sooner, 
in addition tile lower 
tempera til re retards most efTectivoly 
the development of fungus decays aud 
skin blemishes. 
For a short storage 
l«rlod higher tem peratures limy lie 
used without serious trouble, especial 
lr with the ladler keeping Varieties, 
but for long k*s‘piiig 31 to 32 degrees 
F. will I*-st maintain the color, quality 
aud texture of the fruit. -

At the close of the Spanish-American 
war Edward Cunningham, who bud 
been through the Santiago campaign 
aa a private in a sharpshooter regi­ 
ment. was considered an expert In that 
line of warfare.

In causing him 
to show himself, and had the ability to 
put a bullet Just where he pleased at 
almost any distance. 
Cunningham left college to go to the 
war, and when he came out of It, be 
log much run down by the climate of 
Cuba, he deckled g) go abroad to re 
cover hi* strength. 
In Paris Nod Diet a couple of young 
Americans who had been In the Span 
lsh war, aud the three set about sin* 
lug Paris. One evening tit a cafe they 
ran up against a party of French army 
officers, 
who. recognizing them 
for 
Americans, began to make invidious 
remarks against the United Stutca 
They said nothing calling for resent 
meiit. however, till Ned took a little 
silk United States dag out of his (sick 
et and waved It In their faces. 
“Put that dirty rag up!” said one of 
the ollleers 
••You cull that a dirty rag. do you?* 
said Neil, his eye lighting with anger 
‘TU give you a colored shirt.’* And he 
threw some wine from his glass In the 
officer's face and on his bosom. 
The 
man thus attacked calmly wiped away 
the wine with his napkin, then said a 
few word* to one of the others, who 
came to the table of the Americans 
and demanded satisfaction under the 
code. 
Cunningham assented, but. lie 
ing the challenged party aud thus hav­ 
ing the choice of terms under which 
the duel should take place, chose for 
the meeting grounds a farm some 
twenty Stile# from Paris and for weap­ 
ons rifles 
The principals were to take 
positions a uiile apart and advance. 
each conducting the campaign accord 
Ing to his own secret will. 
This did not suit the Frenchman ai 
ail. There were but two ways of flight 
Ing a duel to which he wus accustom­ 
ed—the one with a foil, the other with 
a pistol, the former being the ordinary 
French method. 
Ile objected to any 
except one of these methods. Cunning 
ham sroukl not yield. 
Ile proposed, 
bofrrwer. tbit lf ti)* Frenchman would 
ajmlogize for speaking disrea|»ectfully 
of the American flag he would a polo 
gbte for throwing wine over him. 
Hut 
the officer, being In tie* army, could not 
permit such an Insult to pass without 
a tight 
Ile was therefore obliged to 
accept Cunningham's term*. 
One morning bright and early the 
two parties started by se] ti rite convey 
trace* lo the farm on which they were 
to tight. They had succeeded lu keep 
tag the affair from the public, but It 
was known among army officers, and 
they flocked to the ground in order to 
witness this singular fight. They hare 
situ rfHi hoot era In their armies abroad. 
hilt It Is a question lf there Is the free 
fight ing. Ute ingenious methods prac­ 
ticed among Americana, whose elpe 
clients rome down from the Indians 
The two principal* were pla ced, (lie 
one on the north, the other on the south 
side of the far rn. The ititsrval between 
them was made up of fields partly and 
thinly wooded. 
Unless they puri*oaely 
covered themselves by taking position 
ber# and there behind a tree tile 
duelists could see each other all lite 
way. The distance, to far a* the fight 
was concerned, was not so great as 
would apjiear. for th# carrying range 
of the rifle* was considerable. 
They had scarcely left their (tosltlous 
befur# Cunni ugh* in fired several shots 
Whether he did this to get some ideu 
of the rang# or to rattle his enemy 
was not kit fwix. 
His first stop wa# 
mud# behind a fence thickly Hued with 
I»uslies. 
At the same time his euctuy 
took 
position behind a stone wa IL

The American resorted to the coni 
mon device of ruining his hut above

Ile 
could have shot the man during the 
few seconds he was exj>osed. 
Cunningham had no wish to kill bb 
enemy. 
I luring the maneuvering he 
could have abut the Frenchman sever 
al time*. D arin g to wing him, be in 
vented u st rata geol that would permit 
him to get un easy shot 
Tearing a 
loose p ie ce of railing from the fence. 
he picked up a stick about three feet 
tong an i with his handkerchief fas 
letted It ammu the longer piece al*>ut 
ai f«**t from one end. 
Taking off his 
-eat lie put the sleeves on the cross 
piece and (nit his hat on the end, a* 
« arecrotf* are usually made. 
Having 
finished till* work, he held his figure 
aguilt*! the top of the fence so that It 
would I'sgt to ids enemy as if he were 
sitting on It.

without seriously hurting him and pot 
e bullet through the calf of bis leg. 
Without I he drawing of blood the 
affair might have gone on indefinitely.
